Having been 
chosen as the Grand Lodge Repre- 
sentative of Lodge 712 I.A.M., in 
1944, he became secretary of the 
A.F.L Metal Trades Council. 

Mr. Haddow has worked for the 
last two years in organizing the 
boot and shoe industry in this prov- 
ince. During the year 194(5, 2.500 
Montreal shoe workers have been 
organized. 



Arctic Institute Probes 

Life In Canadian North

In the sp»ciou.«. brightly-lighted 
Ethnological. Museum of the Med- 
ical Building of McGill University, 
the Arctic Institute of North Amer- 
ica has Its headquarters. In its 
libary shelves and show cases may 
be found books and exhibits cov- 
ering almost every known phase of 
life and conditions in the vast, icc- 
*, covered regions to the north of 
Canada. 

New fields opened by military 
»nd scientific operations during the 
war made it evident that if Arctic 
research was to be carried out lu a 
systematic, co-ordinated manner, a 
central information centre and or- 
ganization bureau was essential. 
With this end in view, a meeting 
((tended by representatives front 
Alaska. Greenland. Labrador. Can- 
ada, Newfoundland, and the United 
States was held in New York in 
May. 1011. and at this meeting the 
Arctic Institute of North America 
r was born. In October of (he follow- 
ing year its headquarters were 
opened in space provided by Mc- 
Gill University, under the direction 
of Dr. A. L. Washburn. 

Arctic Studies 
The Institute began with an im- 
pressive program for furthering 
Arctic studies, and, with the aid of 
' garnts from the National Research 
Council, the Carnegie Corporation, 
and the Hudson's Bay Company, 
has made steady progress during 
lis short cxi.itcncc. Its aims are to 
assist .Arctic research and serve as 
an information centre and a means 
of releasing data to scientists and 
the general public. 
> Progress in many fields of acien 



tifie endeavour is hampered at 
present because a number of vital 
questions remain unanswered, and 
the answers to these questions lie 
hidden, in many cases, in the frozen 
reaches of the Arctic and Sub- 
Arctic. One problem, for instance 
which is continually plaguing navi- 
ation, is the effect of terrestrial 
magnetism in the polar districts 
The field of radio would like to 
know much more about atmo: 
phcric conditions in the Ice Cap 
and what they do to communication. 
And in the fields of archeology, 
biology, and geology, to name a 
few, knowledge is slill far from 
complete. 

Iternrds firow 
The records of the Institute arc 
crowing rapidly as this information 
is being accumulated. Yearly fel- 
lowships are being awarded for 
scientific research. In the past two 
year* Dr. Nicholas Polunin of 
McGill University and Dr. Jacques 
Rousseau of the Montreal Botan- 
ical Gardens have been studying 
the flora of the Ungava Peninsula 
with the aid of fellowships from 
the Arctic Institute. 

The Institute headquarters in 
the Medical Building now house a 
library of several thousand books 
and pamphlets and a collection of 
maps which Dr. Washburn believes 
to be the best private collection in 
North America. The library con- 
tains many valuable European 
scientific periodicals, autographed 
hooks by such renowned Arctic 
explorers as Nansen, Peary, and 
Wilkin*, and a rare edition of 
Samuel Hearne's report on his

Lasting for three 
days with ISS delegates from 2(1 
Canadian universities aud represen- 
tatives from other Canadian and 
American student organizations, the 
Conference will discuss both inter- 
national and national policy for the 
coming year.

McGill students perhaps do not 
realize that their musucms provide 
information not only for them- 
selves but for many tourists, na- 
tives, and diversified groups. 

The McGill museums are fast be- 
coming a landmark to people from 
near and far. Last year their staffs 
looked after visitors from Austra- 
lia, the U.S.A., China, Ceylon, 
Sweden, and near-by Caughna- 
wauga. Montreal groups included 
La Chambre de Commerce des 
Jeunes, Kindergartens, schools and 
several from the Y.M.C.A. Montreal 
Police rookies toured the museums 
as part of their course, in order to 
be able to direct and inform city 
tourists. 

The museum staffs were also kept 
busy answering requests. Advertis- 
ing agencies required pictures of a 
boa constrictor or a snarling rat; 
housewives, wishing to exterminate 
carpet beetles, rang up for advice;

In addition to all these services, 
many articles and reports for class 
study arc lent out.

Thus McGill museums, as points 
of interest and sources of informa- 
tion, are year after year coming 
more into the spotlight of interna- 
tional fame.

Reporter Finds Peterson 

Ideal Housing Solution

Peterson Residence, where the 
country air enlivens and the birth 
rate is ten times higher than aver- 
age, represents a welcome haven 
to homeless McGill students. The 
only stipulation for entrance is a 
wife, and taking into account its 
comparative cheapness and the 
fact that your wife will probably 
help support you. residence therein 
seems to offer the solution for 
many student problems. 

In September, 1940, the former 
R.C.A.F. Manning Depot at Lachinc 
was converted for use by McGill. 
Eighty-one couples, forty children, 
and eighteen, single students 
promptly moved in .In December, 
however, the single students were 
promptly moved out— to Dawson. 
This year the residences at Lachlne 
are housing close to 500, and at the 
beginning of the session it was 
formally named the Peterson Resi- 
dence, in honour of a former Mc- 
Gill president. 

Five II Huts 

The residence consists of five 
Standard H huts, so named because 
of their shape. Each hut contains 
about 24 two-roomed suites, fur- 
nished with bare essentials, wash 
rooms, shower rooms, storage

rooms, and^a laundry room equip- 
ped with a Bcndix washing 
machine. Another building houses, 
the dining room, kitchen, canteen, 
and lounge equipped with a piano, 
and pool and ping-pong tables. 
From the dining rnom. buses leave 
daily at B:I0 and 0:10 for town. Also 
in the residence is a kindergarten 
for children from four up. This is 
run by the ex-school-tcachcr wife 
of a McGill student. A trained 
doctor and dieticians are part of the 
resident staff. 

It is said, however, that the 
nicest thing about the Peterson, Is 
the atmosphere. It is useful to have 
future doctors and lawyers, etc., 
within hailing distance, and every- 
one is ready to help their neighbors 
out. Professor F. K. Hare is said to 
make a wonderful house warden, 
while his young son Christopher is 
one of the most popular people In 
residence. 

Entertainment 

For entertainment, there are 
dance. 5 , sponsored by the various 
huts. An example of this is Hal- 
lowe'en, when there was a chil- 
dren's pnrty in the lounge, follow- 
ed by a hard times dance, featur- 
ing the most horrible chamber of

Tlic ftnnount:eincnl of I lie forthcoming 
tint îonal conference of the International Student 
Service /ii Toronto once again bring! to mind 
what is probably the most pressing and vital 
problem of our tiny— intcrnntionnl understand' 
ing and eo-operntion. 

Tlie lending countries of Hie world, gathered 
nlioin the conference tallies of international 
organizations, find tlicmsclvcs, through basic 
ideological differences, barely squeezing under 
the fence of Agreement on every issue which is 
placed before litem. Ami more often than not, 
some find tlicmt'elves too large to manoeuvre 
the gap— bloated a- they arc with smug self- 
righteousness. 

However, die concept of "One World" re- 
main* with ii* ns a reality from which there is 
nn e.-tnpe. What we (to a» a nation in the larger 
spline of the world must lie done with complete 
consideration of die countries which mir action 
might affect — economically, politically and 
socially. 

A publication issued by (he I.S.S. Insl year 
had the f til lowing to ?ny concerning die "One 
World": 

"One of the surprising things about Wcndel 
Willkic's "One World" was that ii look a world 
cruise for him to discover dial there was really 
only one world. The 20-year history of Inter- 
national Student Service is n story of this dis- 
covery Iwing gradually unfolded to the students 
nnd professors of ;tl countries. I.S.S. believes, 
a- Willkic found out. that internationalism to 



be vital depends largely upon person a I contact 
and co-operation." 

And despite the irrcconcilibility of conflicting 
ideologies, we hold this form of internationalism 
particularly vital and practical for die youth 
of all countries— the students at McGill and 
elsewhere in Canada. 

In a sense of the word, the I.S.S. has pioneer- 
ed the field of international student relations. 
This organization, despite the material benefits 
ii ha* bestowed upon impoverished European 
nnd Oriental students, has already begun a 
program of student exchanges— a program which 
nitgtirs well for more complete common under- 
standing and appréciât ion. 

lint in order In he die more 'effective, the 
I.S.S, must, of ncccs.-ily. exlend ils scope in 
Cnnndn, and maintain a close, if not intimate 
relation. hip. with die various campus commit- 
tees of the National Federation of Canadian 
University Students. 

The forthcoming three-day conference, which 
begins next Friday, has a tremendous responsi- 
bility: that of fulfilling their all-important 
commitments. We shall look forward to the 
nut come of their deliberations, which we hope, 
will embrace Canadian students in a dynamic, 
active program of international understanding 
and co-operation. 

The attainment of such understanding on an 
international scale among Canadian students 
will mean much toward the certainty and main- 
tenance of peace— in our lime.— A.T.

Veterans' Society 

(Kdltnr'it Note: The following 
letter, although longer than the de- 
aired 20(1 words, has tiren ptihlished 
since its authors have been directly 
Involved In discussion In lltese 
columns.) 
The Editor. 
The McGill Daily: 

With the Vets* elections over 
there remain one or two points to 
be made clear, chiefly about the 
past executive's altitude towards 
the grants question. It has been 
charged that at the last national 
conference we consistently voted 
against increased grants. 

Mr. Gottheil in making this 
charge erred in fact, and although 
aware of this, he has offered 
neither an apology nor a retraction 
of his ferions charge of breach of 
faith. In order to clarify the story 
on grants, wo quote from the presi- 
dent's report: 

"At Inst year's election meeting 
Ihe Executive were instructed to 
campaign for an increase in granit, 
To effect this a delegation of three 
members of the Executive met the 
minister of veterans' affairs and the 
minister of finance in Ottawa. 
These minister! categorically staled 
the government would not entertain 
the possibility of an increase, giv- 
ing two main reasons: in their opin- 
ion the government had provided 
more generously for student vet- 
erans than fur any other discharged 
groups; each minister emphasized 
the position that the grants were 
originally considered and arc still 
considered as an aid to education, 
rather than a complete underwrit- 
ing of all costs of the educational 
course. 

"With this point-blank refusal by 
the Government Ihe Executive con- 
sidered the matter and a general 
meeting was called. This meeting 
had to be adjourned before the mat- 
ter was settled for lack of a 
quorum. It was then proposed by 
Alislnir Eraser that a referendum 
be sent out, nnd he prepared it for 
distribution to all members. 

"The three choices were answer- 
ed as follows: to campaign for an 
across-the-board increase, 47; to 
campaign for a sliding scale in- 
crease or category system, 105; to 
discontinue the campaign , for any 
increase, 101. There were thus 
three views to represent nt the 
conference but a decided majority 
Bgainst a blanket increase, 

"At the N.C.S.V., Len Starkey a 
deloEAte and a McGill Student, pre- 
sented the case for the "across-the- 



board" increase and his motion, 
seconded by I.ou Gottheil of Daw- 
son was moved on the floor of the 
conference but was defeated. The 
"sliding-scnle" was argued by Al 
Fraser and after a lone discussion 
with several conflicting votes, it 
lost by a slim majority to the 
motion asking the government to 
consider gi anting of cost-of-living 
bonus. This had Decn presented by 
the delegates of Macdonald College. 
McGill University. Discussion by 
Hill Archer on the discontinuance 
of the campaign was limited to a 
period of three minutes in the gen- 
eral meeting. He. having acted as 
chairman during the lengthy ses- 
sions of the financial panel, had no 
voice in that discussion. The N.C. 
S.V. has been pressing Ottawa to 
consider the "cost-of-living bonus" 
plan but without success to date." 

Lou Gottheil has charged Hill 
Archer and Prank Common with 
voting against Ihe compromise 
motion to have the Government 
consider a cost-of-living bonus. 
This statement is absolutely false 
for the three- delegates of the So- 
ciety, Common. Archer and Eraser 
all voted in favor of the motion. 

Further Frank Common has 
been charged with being "silent" 
during the financial panel discus- 
sion on the grants question. It 
could not have been otherwise, for 
he is but one person and he was 
attending the employment panel 
which was meeting at the same 
time in another part of the build- 
ing. There, with Ernie Temple, he 
was explaining the operations of 
Uni-Vct which had been revived 
by his executive. 

We wish to emphasize that dur- 
ing our period of office we did 
our utmost to ascertain and pre- 
sent to the Government and the 
public the majority view of stud- 
ent veterans at McGill without re- 
gard to parly, race, creed or local 
pressure groups. 

Now that the elections are over 
and a campus-wide poll has chosen 
a new executive, we hope that a 
great deal of the useless controv- 
ersy which has raged in the pnsl 
will come to an end. Especially do 
we hope, that the newly-elected 
executive may carry on the activ- 
ities of the Society and receive, by 
way of a change, only constructive 
criticism.
